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‘ NO TIME TO DELAY MATTERS 


Opposition members at Ottawa were in 
duty bound to register a protest against 
the demand of the Ministers that they be 
given a blank cheque and told to fill in 
what amount they please and go out and 
spend the money as they please under the 
heading of relieving distress and creating 
employment for idle men. 

That method of handling public funds 
is indefensible. The Ministers have had a 
year in which to develop an unemployment 
policy and devise methods for meeting ap- 
peals for relief. If they cannot now tell 
parliament how they propose to go about 
the job, and give some reasonable estimate 
of the amount they will require, they are 
not to be relied upon to discover sound 
policies and determine wise methods after 
the key to the nationa] treasury has been 
handed to them. 

But in the circumstances there was 
nothing the Opposition members could do 
beyond registering their protest against 
the proposal and the dangerous precedent 
that it establishes. The Government ma- 
jority could, and would, eventually put 
through the “blank cheque’’ resolution. 
The Opposition could not compel the Min- 
isters to bring in a schedule of the under- 
takings upon hich they propose to spend 
the money and a statement of how much 
and through what channels they propose 
to spend. 

Having registered their protest, em- 
phatically but briefly, the Opposition did 
the right thing in bowing to the inevitable, 
allowing the vote to go through without 
unnecessary delay, and thus giving the 
Jovernment a mandate to go out and see 
what they can do in the way of starting 
work-making projects before the summer 
has ended.

If there lingers in the minds of Sena- 
tor McDougald and Senator Haydon any 
sensibility to public opinion, any regard 
for the honor of the legislative body in 
which they have sat, or any respect for 
the canons of political decency, they will 
promptly vacate their seats in the Senate 
of Canada and retire permanently from 
publie life. That they have not already 
done so sharpens the contempt with which 
their names stand associated in the 
thought of honorable men. 

These members of the branch of the 
national legislature that is supposed to be 
beyond the influence of partisanship and 
cupidity have been shown to be guilty of 
conduct for which there is no excuse and 
which will certainly never be forgotten. 
They used their presumed friendship with 
the former Premier, and their supposed 
influence with his Government, to amass 
huge personal fortunes for themselves by 
the exploitation of a great enterprise that 
was based upon the development of a na- 
tural resource. They used the same sup- 
posed leverage with which to extort from 
the promoters of that enterprise other 
vast sums which were allegedly intended 
as contributions to the campaign fund of 
the party which the Government repre- 
sented. 

There is nothing to show that these 
gentlemen enjoyed any such influence as 
they professed to have, or that they had 
or exerted any influence at all that count- 
ed in the securing of authority for the 
carrying out of the Beauharnois project; 
or that the money they collected as “‘cam- 
paign funds" ever reached the party trea- 
sury. Certainly there was no evidence of 
Beauharnois money, or any other money, 
on the Liberal side in the general election 
that took place a year ago in western Can- 
ada 

Be that as it may, these men are no 
longer fit and proper persons to hold seats 
in the senate, and they should get out 
forthwith. Should they refuse to do so, 
it will be the duty of their fellow-members 
to take the proper steps to remove them. 
The Senate cannot retain public confi- 
dence and fail to take note of the discre- 
dit that has been brought upon it or to 
take the measures necessary to free itself 
from the odium of harboring these ex- 
ploiters of the public. 


MAKE THEM REAL SCHOOLS 


If Canada is to develop a widely varied 
industry, and diversity of pccupations for 
its people, the carrying on of technical 
schools is a highly important means to 
that end. Provided the schools are effi- 


cient, as they can only be if there is suf- 


ficient money available to maintain them 
on that basis. 

The action of the Dominion Govern- 
ment in appropriating $750,000 per year 
for the next five years to the support of 
such schools will help materially to that 
end. It is to be supposed the grants to 
the provinces will be made conditional up- 
on the schools being in fact what they are 
in name, and that young men and women 
who go there for training will really get 
that. Otherwise both the time of the 
pupils and the money of the public will be 
wasted.

On This Date 


JULY 31ST 


“About one o'clock on Friday morn- 
ing a fire broke out in the pavilion of 
Lord's Cricket ground, and, from its 
being built of wood, it burnt with such 
fury that the whole was reduced to a 
heap of ruins,” The above appeared 
in a Sunday paper for July 31, 1825. 
Since that day not only the pavilion 
but the whole aspect of the famous 
cricket ground has altered. It has 
become the Mecca of the game, famous 
to votaries of the bat and bal! wher- 
ever they may gather for its celebra- 
tion, This fire, however, might have 
had very important consequences for 
the future of the M. ©, C,, for old 
lord, the creator of the now historic 
ground, sustained such a loss in the 
destruction of the pavilion that he an- 
nounced his intention to sever his 
connection with it altogether. It be- 
came a question of the highest bidder 
and held great attractions for the 
speculative builder. Had not a de- 
voted follower of the game in the per- 


son of one, William Ward, come to 


the rescue, streets and houses would 
| in all probability have graced the spot 
| where so many have during the years 
spent an interesting day in surround- 
ings which still retain a rural touch. 
Ward never attached his name to it, 
| Lords it was and Lords it remained. 
| 'The spot in St. John’s Wood was the 
third resort of Lord. The original 
Lords ground on which grew the M. 
Cc, C, is now a thickly-populated Lon- 
don spot known as Dorset Square,

PARIS, Aug. 1.—Despite the popu- 
larity of beach costumes, with their 
ubiquitous trousers, the ‘well-dressed 
has never entirely given up 
that type of unsophisticated looking 
and perefctly delightful dress usually 


described as a “robe de plage,” or 
beach frock 
These little dresses cannot, of 


course, come under the heading of 
the essentiallq practical or ideal gar- 


ment. They are undobutedly more or 


less of a luxury and that is probably 
why women enjoy them perhaps bet- 
ter than any other type of dress; and 
also because they are most attractve 
and becoming. 


THERE'S A NOTE OF FANTASY 

Although invariably simple of line 
and, for that matter, very much akin 
to tennis frocks in their general 
theme, these robes de plage neverthe- 
less show a greater refinement in de- 
tails and work, not to mention color- 
ing and fabric. What is more, they 
are never devoid of a distinctive 
touch of fantasy, usually supplied by 
the accessories, but sometimes found 
in the dress itself.

There are a lot of things funda- 
mentally old-fashioned. They have 
to be handmade to be any good, and 
one of these is home-making. 
Science has given us sanitary 
plumbing and electrical refrigerators 
and yacuum cleaners and a thou- 
sand gadgets that make housework 
easier, but nobody has devised a ro- 
bot that can take the place of a real 
live wife and mother who makes of 
her home a little haven of peace 
and rest and cheer and comfort for 
her family. 


But if women have largely gone out 
of the kitchen into offices it is mostly 
the fault of men, because they have 
never even tried to make housekeep- 
ng as a job attractive to women 


Worse still, men do not apprect- 
ate the work their wives do in the 
home. Nothing is more common 
than to hear a man say to his wife 
“Gosh, 1 wish I had it easy like you 
have! I wish I didn't have anything 
to do except to stay at home and 
keep house and take care of the 
children.” Yet the woman got up 
an hour before he did to get his 
breakfast and will still be working 
cleaning up the dinner dishes and 
putting the children to bed five 
hours after his working day ended. 


Another thing that gives housework 


a black eye with women is that it car- 
ries with it no pay envelope. The wife 
works for her board and clothes, and 
these the poorest in the family 


There are plenty of women, mar- 
ried to well-to-do men, too, who 
never have $5 of their own that they 
can do with as they please. Their 
husbands make them no allowan- 
ces either for the house or for 
themselves, and for every penny 
they spend they have to go like beg- 
gars to their husbands.
